I have, driven Mr. Ford's automobiles for years and I also have read 
rer again the existing neutrality act I am more ready to trust Mr. Ford's 


judgment about automobiles than about safeguards 
against becoming involved in war. 


Mr. Ford, like-thousands of others opposed to repeal 


of tie arms embargo, seems blissfully ignorant of the 
fact that at this moment there is no restriction what- 
ever on American ships carrying all kinds of supplies 
to belligerents—everything except strictly defined 
arms, ammunition and implements of war. The Ger- 
mans list oil as contraband. American ships can carry 
oil right through the submarine zones into belligerent 
ports, for all that this "foolproof• neutrality law can 
do to prevent them. The cash and carry provision ex- 
pired ^last May. That traffic now is wide open—a glar- 
ing door to danger which stands as a daily menace. 


" Most of the uninformed propaganda against repeal 
completely ignores this danger. And a good deal of

There is one major means of attacking 


that problem. It is through enticing the 
small investor out of his sheltered hiding 
place in a savings account. 


To espect the investor to buy 20, 30 


or 40 year bonds that yield him from 3 to 
3% per cent when he knows that the 
hazard of the future and all of the risks 
he takes are worth substantially more is 
the creation of a stalemate. 


But the New Dealers cannot be ex- 


pected to go over such plain straight rec- 
ords. 
Their conception of government 


makes it a maze of mysteries that only 
they understand. Investors still remember 
that long term bonds of the most gilt- 
edged industries in the country that were 
floated SO years ago came to maturity 
with many of the companies unable to 
meet them. Such is the way of life. 


Manifestly if the billions in savings 


banks could be put to work in a normal, 
natural manner they would make work 
for the millions of unemployed. And when 
those 10 or 12 millions are put back to 
work we will have a good chance of re- 
lieving the country of much by way of 
farm surplus. 


But to'accomplish this end you would 


have to scuttle the New Deal. You would 
have to discharge the Praetorian army, 
the 300,000 extra government Roosevelt 
cheerers who draw down a billion dollars 
of borrowed money every year. Picture 
Bonaparte discharging the Old Guard! 


It is just a matter of choice—work and 


the normal life on the one hand or Roo- 
sevelt and dripping honey words on the 
other.

LOOKING BEFORE LEAPLN'G 


Senator Coller of Necedah, who hails 


from a district where they know first- 
hand the problems which the 
lumber 


barons left behind them, is a freshman in 
the Wisconsin legislature but he learned 
before he entered public office that it 
is wise to look before you jump in mat- 
ters of public policy affecting large sums 
of tne taxpayers' money and large num- 
bers of citizens. 


Mr. Coller is chairman of a joint leg- 


islative committee chosen to look into 
the so-called "problem area" of north- 
ern Wisconsin and to report to the next 
legislature what, if anything, the -state 
of Wisconsin can do about it. 


He says that before his 
committee 


hears any new notions on how to solve 
the predicament of the cut-over counties 
of the state, he wants to examine thor- 
oughly the results of the many schemes 
for rehabilitation and utopia which have 
already been tried. By learning what the 
results of previous projects have been, he 
figures, he may be able to evaluate the 
current blue-prints for recovery which are 
being drawn by experts in their offices at 
Madison and Washington. 


His plan has the elements of common 


sense. Those who are eager to take 
charge of the newest plans for 
public 


works projects in the northern counties 
talk loftily and confidently, in terms of 
millions. It is better, perhaps, to dig a 


- little first into the results of previously 


endorsed plans, as enthusiastically pic- 
tured at various times for the last decade 
as the present projects are today, before 
the state government takes another step 
into the dark. 


The legislative committee under Col- 


ler's generalship will visit some of the 
hard-hit northern counties, Sawyer, Doug- 
las, Bayfield, Rusk and a dozen others, 
to ask-the people in the locality about 
such matters as zoning, federal subsis- 


tence projects, resettlement by state and 


federal officials, state and federal forest 
developments, and others which have been 
advanced periodically by the experts. 


The committee will 
probably find, 


When it digs into agriculture in the north, 
that the quality of 'the men is as impor- 
tant as the. quality of the soil. Willing 
farmers can and do make a living in some 
of the northern counties which the citi- 
zens of other sections of the state have 
been propagandized into believing are 
hopelessly unsuited for the production of 
crops and livestock. 


The committee will find, if it talks 


, to the people of Oneida, Vilas, Forest 
and other counties, instead of holding 
hearings in Madison, that there is a wide- 
spread criticism of state and federal poli- 
cies in reforestation. Boys from south- 
ern cities are brought into the northern 
communities which have staggering un- 
employment rolls to refurbish the for- 
ests while able-bodied men whittle sticks 
in front of the general store. 


It will find, as Governor Heil did when 


he visited Rhinelander several months 
ago, that some industrious folk resent 
orders from the county 
authorities to 


move fiom their farms merely "because 
the zoning ordinance says so. One husky, 
mackinawed young farmer startled an 
organized mass-meeting in the north sum- 
moned tc consider plans for "rehabilita- 
tion" by informing the governor that all 
the rehabilitation he needs is to be left 
alone on his farm to milk his cows and 
raise his crops o'f hay and potatoes on 
the land which he cleared, and which he 
says is good land. 


Thinking people will endorse the pro- 


posals which have been made lately to 
organize the hopelessly unorganized re- 
lief projects in the north. But "correla- 
tion"' suggestions thus far 
have been 


vaguely put forward 
In practice the 


initiative must corne from Washington, 
since the federal government has been 
the chief offender. 
It has been pouring 


funds into northern Wisconsin through 
half a dozen different agencies without 
any effort at coordination. 


We also sympathize with any con- 


crete, sensible proposition to reduce the 
crushing welfare costs of the northern lo- 
calities for the major part of the relief 
load of the north for years has been borne 
by the state government, which is all of 
us. But the problem is big enough for 
study, diligent, hard study. Senator Col- 
ler is on the right track. 


And no one will ascertain that acres 


are poor and useless by just sitting at a 
desk in Madison.

In fact, 
United States military men, togeth- 
er with some of the chemical war- 
fare experts of other countries, have 
been defending the stuff as one of 
the more humane ways of winning- 
battles. 


Casualties are high, but only a 


few of the casualties are going to die 
and only a few more will be perma- 
nently crippled. The same can't be 
said of bullets or a jagged hunk of 
exploding shell. Anjway, that is the 
contention of the gas warfare advo- 
cates. 


As a gas, mustard is just 
about 


tops. Gas masks will keep the sol- 
diers from inhaling—but that is 
only a fractional protection from 
mustard. 
That stuff soaks into 


clothes, burns little blisters at the 
slightest contact, and makes a hos- 
pital case out of even the mildest 
attacks. It can't be handled in 
field dressing station, in the man- 
ner of a minor nick from a bullet 
or shell fragment. 


Compound Interest 


When a soldier gets a touch of 


mustard gas he is cut of the war 
from 30 to 90 days—and perhaps for 
the duration. 


The stuff grows on you 
Each 


•little blister fills with juice just 
like a burn. But the juice is not or- 
dinary juice. When 
the 
blister 


breaks, the juice will raise more 
blisters where ever it touches. And 
those blisters make more blisters 
and those blisters make more blis- 
ters, endlessly. 


A tiny blister may form unno- 


ticed under a soldier's belt. 
It 


breaks under the weight of his pack 
and runs down his thigh. A little 
chain of blisters foims. He is a sick 
man. He may try to keep on fight- 
ing, just to get another crack at the 
bloody butchers, but it is no use. 
He scratches the burn with his fin- 
ger and rubs his face. 
Then little 


blisters start there and off we go 
again. 


Nice, isn't if 
Sprayed across a road the gas 


will prevent troops passing 
that 


way for a week or ten days at least. 
In woods or brush it may last sev- 
eral weeks. A mustard bomb drop- 
ped in an industrial plant would 
make casualties out of all who were 
sprayed by it, or who handled the 
machinery before it had been treat- 
ed. 


If it happens to be spattered over 


an airdrome, all planes touched by 
it must be put out of commission 
until they are specially treated. A 
badly soused plane can hardly be 
recovered. The mustard gums up 
the delicate working parts in the 
dashboard mechanism. 


The stuff can be washed away 


with lime by men wearing special- 
ly treated suits which prevent the 
gas getting to their skin. Doubtless 
it would delay operations in an in- 
dustrial plant only a few hours. 


The slightest residue remaining 


in the cockpit will start blisters on 
the pilot unless he is willing to fly 
in a gas-proof suit That is uncom- 
fortable. 
Such suits are airtight. 


Taken to a hospital a soldier is 


put to bed. 
The little blisters are 


drained so the juice won't touch 
him. Caught in time—tefore the 
stuff gets out of nand—the effects 
can be cured, and the soldier put 
back in the dugouts 


And the gas isn't mustard at all. 


It just smells like it and looks like 
it

It should be emphasized that iree- 


dom of conscience can be abolished 
by coercion from either side and 
that conversions or professions ob- 
tained under conditions which in- 
hibit free decision are counterfeit. 


If it were true that persons who 


profess to believe in religion could 
therefore be relied upon for superi- 
or citizenship there would be a 
temptation to make some change.

Bringing flowering type shrubs 


indoors so that they will be in 
bloom during the Christmas holi- 
days is becoming a popular prac- 
tice. Principal among the shrubs 
used for this purpose is the azalea, 
in any of its many colored vari- 
eties. The correct procedure in the 
case of azaleas is to get them into 
pots without delay. 


It should be remembered when 


potting azaleas that they are plants 
which make their most active root 
growth at or near the surface of 
the soiL This portion should be dis- 
turbed as little as possible in pot- 
ting. Pots -which are wide at the 
mouth and not so deep as the 
standard pots are available at the 
stores. Into these the lifted plants 
should be placed and surrounded 
with a very rich soil mixture made 
from equal parts of leaf mold, sand, 
loam and well decayed manure. 
Under 
no 
circumstances should 
this soil be limed; in fact, special 
precautions should be taken to in- 
sure that the soil is acid in reac- 
tion. Watering the repotted plant 
with water in a level teaspoonful 
of aluminum sulphate has been 
dissolved guarantees sufficient 
acidity. 


These repotted plants should be 


kept outdoors until hard freezing 
approaches. Then they should be 
brought indoors and kept in weak 
light at a low temperature until 
about four weeks before the per- 
iod when they are intended to 
bloom. When brought into 
the 


light the only necessary additions 
are water, as the plant may need 
it. and protection against insect 
enemies through the use of a re- 
pellent spray.

My correspondent's self-criticism

In 
this case a half moment's thought 
on the part of the declarer would 
have revealed that there was no 
earthly reason for leading a second 
trump. 
Again incidentally, West, 


of course, should not have opened 
a low club. If he selected any 
club for an opening lead it should 
have been the queen. 


North's bidding was quite correct. 


His hand was not worth a jump 
raise in diamonds. But after North's 
free raise and subsequent prefer- 
ence bid, South was plenty strong 
enough to go to a slam on his own 
honor strength and distribution- He 
hardly could foresee that his mere 
five diamond bid would be doubl- 
ed, thereby giving him the oppor- 
tunity to redouble.

He has placed Rumania 
altogether within

of influence. He has given up his 
hitherto undisputed strategic dom- 
ination of Hungary. He has lost the 
position which enabled him to en- 
circle the Czecho-Slovaks and cut 
them off from contact with any 
other great

deep and ancient ties with Russia, 
to resume relations with Moscow.

There have always been two theo- 
ries about Hitler. The one has been 
that though he is fanatical in his 
purposes and his tactical methods, 
his strategic decisions have been 
cool, shrewd, and calculating 
The 


other theory has been that his fa- 
naG^cism is stronger and deeper 
than his calculation, that he has 
been shrewd and clever only as 
long as he was not resisted, and that 
once firmly opposed he would be- 
come utterly desperate and reckless

this second theory If we put togeth- 
er what we now s;;e that he has 
conceded to Stalin with what, we 
ran learn about h^s state of mind 
from the reports of the British Am- 
bassador, Sir Nevile Henderson, we 
see a man who had reached a point 
where he felt he had to have war 
with Poland at any price He knew 
it meant vcar with Britain 
and 


France; he. Knew IT meant admit- 
ting Russia into the richest parts of 
what was supposed to be the Ger- 
man "living space.' 
He knew he 


could get British support for nego- 
tiations about Dar>zig and the Cor- 
ridor. But he could not think about 
these things; Marsnal Goermg, who I 
is a much more normal character, 
appears in the accounts as admit- 
ting he can not restrain Hitler. Hit- 
ler was possessed with an uncon- 
trollable fury against the Poles, and 


a military triumph. But he 
has i his mind was ablaze with excite- 


with the Allied blockade 


tact on the west and the Russians 
where they are in the east? Will he 
invite the Russians to cross Ger- 
many to fight as 'us allies in the 
west' What price would he have 
lo pay for their help? 


And if, on the other hand, he has , 


failed in the west, the Russian in- j 
fluence in the east will become con- 
tinually greater, and not only m the 
Russian zone of occupation. For it 
will spread into Hungary, Bohemia 
and Moravia, Yugoslavia, and then 
peEhaps into Austria itself. 


If so. then the time may com; 


when the Germany Army will find 
that Hitler's war in the west means 
that Germany's "living space," and 
perhaps even Germany itself, must 
fall under Russian influence. 
We 


might then see the Geiman people, 
and particularly their army, in a 
situation where the fall of Hitler 
is their only protection against bol- 
shevism. We may then see the rui- 
tion of very tentative and unoffi- 
cial conversations that took place in 
the months before the war began, 
conversations -with army 
officers 


and conservative Germans, looking 
toward some sort of Allied assur- 
ance to the German Army that if 
ever it disposed of Hitler it would 
be supported in defending Germany 
against bolshevizatton.

do not think it is an altogether idle 
speculation.

association was attended 
by more 


than 70 members of the association 
and their -wives Tuesday night at 
Hotel Menasha. All members of the 
teaching staffs of the public school 
system are members of the asso- 
ciation. 


Professor Mathew M. Willing of 


the department of education at the 
University of Wisconsin, -was the 
main speaker at the banquet. Speak- 
ing throughout in an 
allegorical 


vein, the 
professor warned 
the 


teachers not to let teaching "busi- 
ness" interfere too much, with the 
natural rhythms of the students. He 
drew the comparison by telling that 
he was a devoted reader of mystery 
stories in his spare time and so 
imagined himself as somewhat of a 
clever amateur detective. 


His talk 
enlivened throughout 


with a clever command of words, 
the speaker told in his imagina- 
tive tale how his lectures at col- 
lege ran on 
smoothly without 


variety until he noticed eight ghast- 
ly, ghostly faces in his class The 
usual tests failed to bring any re- 
sponse from the eight although oth- 
er members of the class responded 
normally to his tests. The authori- 
ties never did find out what hap- 
pened to the eight but the case chal- 
lenged his ability as a detective. 


Hits I. Q. Rating: 


In a brief aside in his fanciful 


tale, the speaker criticized the im- 
portance attached to the I. Q. rating 
in modern education. Continuing 
his detective story, the speaker said 
that he finally decided that the stu- 
dents had been murdered through 
the suppression of natural rhythms 


"Most instances of murder of that 


type occur in institutions of high- 
er learning and therefore are not 
much understood. In fact, a com- 
plete coma can exist there a long 
time and attract no attention " The 
speaker finally concluded that the 
students might unconsciously have 
been killed by the professor 


He concluded by saying that a 


moral could be •worked out from the 
story but left it for the teachers 
to work out themselves. 


S. E Crockett, 
director of the

VII—The Babylonian Captivity 
In telling an important part of 


Babylon's history, we can refer to 
the Bible, where it 
is 
written 


down. The Bible account is very 
long, and in this space 1 can give 
only "a few passages. 


"And Jeremiah said, Thus- saith 


Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel 
... Now that I have given all these 
lands into the hand of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, the king of Babylon, and 
all the nations shall serve him and 
his son, and * his son's son, . until 
the time of his own land shall 
come .... 


Babylonian kins (left) handing 


"grant of land" to one of the rich 
men in his kingdom. 


"The nation that will bring their 


neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, that nation will I let re- 
main in their own land." 


Jeremiah, the prophet who told 


his people it was best to submit 
to Babylon, was put in prison. The 
princes of Israel felt that • he was 
in favor of Babylon, instead of his 
own land. 
He warned the king, 


Zedekiah, that he would be "de- 
livered into the hand of the king 
of Babylon." 


Later we read that Nebuchad- 


nezzar came to Jerusalem to lay 
siege to it once more. Months pass- 
ed before the army of Babylon was 
able to capture the city. Then a 
breach was made in the city walls. 
The Hebrew king tried to escape, 
but was taken prisoner. 


Treasures were removed 
from 


the great temple of Jerusalem, and 
several thousands of the people 
were bound and taken to Babylon, 
a journey of about 600 miles by 
direct route, 


The Hebrews found themselves 


in one of the great cities of the 
ancient world. It was far larger 
than Jerusalem, and 
the people 


were well advanced in writing and 
in other arts. 


The captives were not kept, inside 


prison walls, but they were forced 
to work for their Babylonian mas- 
ters. An idea of their feelings may 
be gained from old Hebrek Psalms, 
such as the one containing these 
words: 


"By the rivers of Babylon, 
"There we sat down, yea, we 


wept, 
"When we remembered Zion." 
When they spoke of Zion, they 


meant Jerusalem.- It was far from 
the largest city of the world, but 
to them 'it was most dear. 


The years passed, and they did 


not forget. 
Parents 
told 
their 


children of the fine city 
which 


Nebuchadnezzar's soldiers had de- 
stroyed in part 


Before all hope was lost, a new 


prophet arose among the Hebrews. 
He cheered them, and promised 
that the .day would come when 
they could leave Babylon,

Gustave Bohstedt, John Fargo, 


and other workers at the, Wisconsin 
College of Agriculture, report that 
pigs will make rapid and economi- - 
cal gains when served groasd Eze- 
stone with or without steamed bone 
meal "cafeteria style" along -with a 
;ood grain and mill feed ration. 
Chese workers say that the animals 
will do a good job of balancing 
their mineral ration by this meth- 
od, even though protein supplement 
in the ration is low in minerals. 


If self-feeders are not at hand, 


hey find that the pigs have no ob- 
ection to definite amounts of the 
nineral already mixed in the ra- 
ion.

Bohstedt and his co-workers ob- 


serve that calcium, found in lime, 
5 usually the mineral most needed 
by pigs. The reason for this, they 
say. is that grains, which usually 
make up a great part of the swine- 
ration, are rather low in calcium. 


When the ration is made trp en- 


tirtly of grains and n.iH. by-prod- 
ucts with, no animal protein sup- 
plement, they suggest providing 
lime in some form. Ground lime- 
stone, marl, oyster shells, dam 
shells, or even wood ashes are good 
sources. Steamed bone meal gives 
good results but is likely to be 
more-expensive. -
